NEW CITY HALL? 


City Trustees Believe Time is Ripe 


Tor Erection of Municipal 


Building. 


Will the tax-payers vote favorably 


for the bonding of the city for a sewer 
-system and the erection of a city hall? 


The trustees of the city believe that 


they will, and with this end in view 
the board took action at the meeting 
on Tuesday night this week, to pre- 
pare such a bond issue. The necessity 
for a municipal building was a matter 
introduced by Mayor L. L. Ratekin, 
who is of the opinion that the city 
has reached that point where it can 
no longer do without such a building. 
No adequate quarters are now avail- 
able for the transaction of the city's 
business. It is also known that the 
city must at once build some kind of 
a building for the housing of city 
prisoners. 
The 
city is practically 


without a jail, the present "calaboose" 
being but a makeshift and a disgrace 
to the community. Considerable criti- 
cism has been offered of late regarding 
the manner in which the occasional 
prisoner is cared for, but no other 
building save the one in the rear of 
the People's Store has been provided 
and this is, and always has been in a 
most filthy condition. When an arrest 
is made there is no oilier method 
open to the city marshal but to incar 
cerate his prisoner in this unsanitary 
building, and each time that this oc 
curs the city is open to grave criti 
cism because of the treatment of pris 
oners. 


The erection of a city hall at a cost 


of from $10,000 to $12,000, which wil 
include a city jail, is considered by the 
boad of trustees an immediate neces 
sity. It is proposed to vote this add! 
tional bond issue in connection with 
the issue for a city sewer, and from a 
quiet investigation made throughout 
the city, the board is sure the tax-pay 
ers will accept the expenditure as a 
necessity. Plans for a city hall have 
been drawn, and have been in the pos 
session of the cit'y for some time 
The matter was worked up by ex 
Mayor E. H. Lahee, aiid these plans 
which are in his possession, will be 
presented to the board, probably at 
the next meeting. The city already 
owns land fronting on College street, 
where the fire station is situated, 
land which was held in option for 
many years, but which has been late- 
ly paid for. Whether this property 
will be suitable in the estimation of 
the voters as a site for the city hall, 
is a question to be decided later. 


Ordinance No. 76, which deals with 


the prohibition of the explosion of 
fireworks within the city limits, was 
passed at this meeting, and is printed 
in full in this week's edition of the 
Argus. While this ordinance does not 
prohibit the sale of any fireworks 
such as are used in Fourth of July 
celebrations, it does rigidly prohibit 
their use within the city limits. The 
city marshal will be instructed to en- 
force this ordinance to the letter this 
year, which precludes any possibility 
of a noisy Fourth in Covina.

most painstaking and thorough inves- 
tigations ever made for the govern- 
ment in this locality. The Covina dis- 
trict, which, for the census taker, em- 
braced the whole township, was th<? 
last district to be handed in in South- 
ern California. 
Mr. Sherwood found 


many difficulties In his path, because 
of the scattered district, and besides 
taking the population 
and farming 


census separately, he was obliged to 
go over the same ground many times 
because of the absence of property 
owners. 


The United States is making an 


exhaustive 
study of farming condi- 


tions all over the country, and espec- 
ial attention is being paid to irriga- 
tion. , 


Where one or more systems of irri- 


gation are used by a rancher the cen- 
sus taker has a double amount of work 
to do, as all irrigation systems were 
tabulated on separate sheets. Mr. Sher- 
wood took nearly five hundred ranches 
in his book during the census taking, 
nearly every one of which was under 
some system of irrigation. During the 
latter part of the work he was assist- 
ed by Earl Hall of Baldwin Park. The 
government will not reach the point 
where an announcement can be made 
for several months. The census tak- 
ing occupied two months.

ORDINANCE NO. 76. 


AN ORDINANCE REGULATING THE 


DISCHARGE AND USE OP FIRE 
WORKS AND EXPLOSIVES. 


The Board of Trustees of the City 


of Covjna do ordain as follows: 


Section 1. That it shall be unlaw- 


ful for any person to fire, shoot, dis- 
charge, set off or explode, within the 
City of Covina, any torpedo, rocket, 
fire-cracker, squib or other fireworks, 
or blank cartridges, or anything con- 
taining any proportion of chloride of 
potash, mixture of sulphur and salt- 
peter, or any substance of an explo- 
sive nature; provided, however, that 
the Board of Trustees may permit any 
person or organization to conduct a 
public celebration 
or 
pyrotechnical

and discharge fireworks at such times 
and places and under such conditions 
as the Board of Trustees may fix and 
establish upon granting such permis- 
sion.

thirty (30) days, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment.

published once in the Covina Argus, 
i weekly newspaper published and cir- 
ulated in the City of Covina, and 
thereupon and thereafter the same 
shall take effect and be in- force.

That the beneficence of Dr. .1. D. 


Reed, in giving to the Coviua Union 
High School a standing income with 
which to further the study of oratory, 
has made its indelible mark on the 
proficiency of scholars in years past, 
is not doubted by anyone, and the ora- 
torical contest on Monday evening 
was in more ways than one a splendid 
tribute to fhe public-spirited man who 
has made the program possible. Be- 
fore a highly interested audience, two 
contestants for the prizes offered, gave 
a flue exhibition of the oratorical art. 
Fred Chemberleu, a Junior, won from 
Frank 
Rutledge, whose first appear- 


ance it. was upon the stage. Chember- 
len won the first prize with an ad- 
dress, "The Future Greatness of Our 
Xation," and Rutledge took second 
prize with the subject, "International 
Peace." 


The judges acting were Dr. A. W. 


Plummer, one of the principals in 
Los Angeles schools, J. Z. Gilbert of 
the Los Angeles High School science 
department, and J. H. Strine, formerly 
county superintendent. 


Leslie Shipway, whose excellent de- 


bating and oratorical work of past 
years has disqualified him from par- 
ticipation against scholars less gifted, 
presided over the program.

and Miss Criswotd. While many of 
the scholars of Covina participate in 
the work of the Southern California 
Debating League, the work is encour- 
aged in the local school debating so- 
ciety as against the wider field, and 
Miss Lemonds says that there has 
been a steadily rising condition of 
efficiency among scholars who have 
learned to talk and think before an 
audience of people. In the estimation 
of Miss Lemonds, the ability to think 
rationally and talk collectedly to an 
audience is one of the most important 
things connected with the finishing or' 
the high school scholar's education. 
The natural diffidence of the young 
scholar in the class room and in pub- 
lic is largely eliminated through this 
training; it broadens the vocabulary, 
and is a distinct assistance in the 
course of English. The debaters for 
the most part choose subjects having 
to do with political and economic mat- 
ters, with a liberal sprinkling of dis- 
cussions on classics and general liter- 
ature. The practicality of this train- 
ing is evinced later in life when the 
scholar is thrown in business contact 
with men of the everyday world. The 
training thus acquired, together with 
tlu- general education now received at 


. such a l i i ~ h school as the local one. is 
superior lo the uuivrr-uty education 
of fifty years auo. It i~ seruiusly ad- 
vocated t h a t a si'ecia] te.vcher be sur- 
I'lii d for this work, as it hfa''s a v>••!>' 
iinl-ortur.t relation to the 
lii:;:-h of a 


scholar's education.
